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This  month  KPFK  is  featuring  recordings  of  the  orchestral 
music  of  Anton  Bruckner  (1824-1896).  There  is  likely  no 
more  curious  figure  in  the  history  of  music  than  this  man- 
Accounts  of  those  who  knew  him  emphasize  his  primitive  , 
child-like  naivete  -  he  died  a  virgin,  yet  near  the  end  of  his  life 
he  proposed  marriage  to  a  chambermaid  and  only  escaped  a 
lawsuit  by  the  young  lady  (on  the  grounds  of  alienation  of  af- 
fections) through  the  efforts  of  his  friends  and  protectors. 
At  the  same  time  Bruckner  composed  a  body  of  sublime,  not- 
at-all- primitive,  music,  it  is  as  if  two  souls  lived  within  one  bo- 
dy: co-existing  with  this  peasant  is  an  artist  of  great  visions 


and  more  than  a  hint  of  mysticism. 

Bruckner  wrote  eleven  symphonies  •  all  after  the  age  of  forty! 
In  earlier  years  he  composed  many  liturgical  works,  only  a  few 
of  which  are  recorded  (his  first  symphony  has  yet  to  be  recor- 
ded also).  Some  of  his  religious  works  will  be  heard  this  month; 
two  masses  and  the  Te  Deum.  The  concentration,  however,  is- 
on  the  symphonies  numbered  from  0  to  9  (that  is  not  a  typo- 
graphical error).  "Dem  Lieben  Gott"  if  the  dedication  of  the 
Ninth  Symphony,  and  could  be  the  dedication  for  the  entire 
body  of  Bruckner's  music  -  it  is  all  religious  music,  sacred  and 
secular  alike.

UGMA-WHAT  IT  IS 

In  the  winter  of  1965 ,  UGMA  went  to 
Hbllywood  for  its  theatrical  debut  in 
the  Herb  Robbins  Workshop  produc- 
tion of  "The  Connection"  which  ran, 
more  or  less  underground,  on  week- 
ends in  Metro  Hall  (part  of  the  1st 
Southern  Baptist  Church)  plus  benefit 
performances  for  the  Breed  St.  Half- 
way House  in  East  L.A.  Herb  Robbins 
when  last  heard  from  was  still  in 
Chicano  City  doing  "Le  Cabron"  and 
co-producers  Stan  Lewis  and  Bob 
Kealing  are  now  operating  a  Transcen- 
dental Meditation  Center  in  Leimert 
Park  (see  Folio  listing.  Black  Medita- 
tion). 

In  1967,  William  Marshall  came  to 
Watts— to  the  Coffeehouse— to  direct 
the  Mafundi  Mummers  in  an  African- 
ized "Oedipus,  the  King"  in  which  Ug- 
maggers  participated.  Some  of  Holly- 
wood's ways  were  not  well  received 
there.  Despite  the  fact  that  Zeus  had 
become  Shango  and  Apollo,  Dumbala, 
brothers  couldn't  seem  to  relate  our 
production  to  Black  Liberation  which 
is  what  the  Coffeehouse  was  supposed 


Sisters  too  were  somewhat  displeased 
by  the  number  of  participating  devil 
women.  On  Xmas  Eve,  costume  de- 
signer Fahamivu  accosted  an  aging 
white  woman  who  had  evidently  been 
arround  the  world  with  a  greybearded, 
crazy  old  nigger  who  had  never  before 
been  seen  in  Watts.  The  Chastisement 
got  so  brutal,  that  finally  he  shouted 
"Defend  yourself  woman!"  but  she 
just  continued  sitting  dumbly.  Later, 
there  was  a  confrontation  between  a 
pistol  wielding  Preevo  and  Big  Bill 
Marshall  in  which  "the  greatest  Othello 
of  our  time"  was  heard  to  call  the 
King  of  Watts  some  kind  of  "mother." 
"Mother  what?"  demanded  Preevo. 
"Mother  what  ever  you  want,  nigger" 

said  Bill  as  he  pulled  away  in  his  vint- 
age model  Thunderbird.  The  parting 
shot  elicited  a  bullet  from  Prevo's 
hand  gun  which  missed  its  mark,  but 


made  its  point. 

The  Mafundi  Mummers  played  next  in 
Santa  Monica  and  subsequently  in 
Beverly  Hills  but  no  more  in  Watts. 
It  is  reported  that  young  black  girls 
from  Pacoima  also  acted  like  niggers 
on  this  subject  in  the  San  Fernando 
Valley  State  College  production  of 
Aimee  Cesaire's  King  Cristophe  with 
William  Marshall  as  translator,  director 
and  star;  but  those  who've  been  listen- 
ing to  the  UGMA  show  can  attest  to 
this  show's  having  born  sweet  fruit  in 
Tapscott's  score  for  orchestra  and 
chorus. 

We  come  next  to  the  museum  of  art 
on  Wilshire  Bulevard,  where  no  other 
jazz  musician  save  Ornete  Coleman  has 
come  before.  We  play  and  Leonard 
Feather  writes  (L.A.  Times  7-22-70) 
that  ".  .  .  Much  of  what  was  played 
bore  a  special  urgency  and  intensity 
that  is  peculiar  to  the  ghetto  and  to 
black  society  in  our  time:"  But,  in  a 
subsequent  paragraph,  he  is  comfjelled 
by  the  sort  of  cerebral  fissure  which; 
goes  with  being  a  cultural  imperialist 
to  assert  that.  There  is  no  such  mono- 
lithic idiom  as  black  music." 

"Tapscptt's  tone  colors"  explains  Fea- 
ther are  dlf*^'-ent  from  those  of  James 
Brown  and  B.B.  King  which  are,  says 
he,  respectively  "basic  black"  and 
"blue    black': 

The  Museum  association  producer 
seemed  also  to  feel  somewhat  threat- 
ened by  our  calling  our  music  "black." 
"What  would  I  call  the  music  when 
played  by  some  one  who  dosen't  fit 
that  ethnic  description?"  he  asked. 
I  could  have  suggested  that  he  call  it 
Imitation  black  music,  instead  I  mearly 
told  him  to  go  on  calling  it  what  he 
has    always  called  it.  "jazz." 

In  Leonard  Feather's  words  the 
Horace  Tapscott  Quintet  is  a  "contem- 
porary jazz  ensemble,"  but  the  mu- 
sicians and  the  mucic  are,  I  assure 
you,  black,  and  not  because  of  any 
such  musicological  fantasy  as  Leonard 
Feather  may  describe  as,  "...back  to 
Africa  Mallets  Punishing  Snares." 


Were  opposedto  "back  to  jazz  sticks 
.  .  .  swinging  on  cymbols."  No,  this 
music  is  black  simply  because  we 
black,  brown,  red,  yella  and|  white 
niggers  who  create  it  want  it  so.  Power 
to  the  people.

It  crept  in  upon  me  slowly,  inexor- 
ably.

I  know  now  that  it  came  in  the  smog. 
In    the    thundrous    roar    of    the    jet 
engines   that    have   since    closed    the 
school  of  my  childhood.   In  the  auto- 
mobile   I    drive,    driven    to    my   own 
extermination. 

There  is  no  future.  In  any  direction  I 
turn,  it  has  me  surrounded.  And  its 
clutch  upon  my  will  to  live  grows 
tighter  and  tighter.  More  evil  yet,  it 
may  take  my  life  without  my  consent. 
An  unknown  being,  like  myself,  may 

lose  his  will  to  live,  and,  losing  the 
struggle,    bring    me   down    with    him. 

I  will  not  surrender.  But  I  cannot  win. 

I  try  to  look  ahead  just  five  years.  My 
eyes  are  blind.  I  am  a  blind,  staggering 
fool,  this  thing  about  me  clutching  for 
that  vital  hope  that  pushes  me  onward 
to  meet  my  destiny. 

It  is  the  curse  of  the  city,  the  curse  of 
the  gasoline  engine,  the  goddamn 
curse  of  anomie  within  a  society  that 
has  forgotten  to  care.  I  will  not  forget 
to  care.  I  say  it  again  and  again,  trying 
to  prove  my  humanity  to  myself.  I 
will  not  forget  to  care.
